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HAREWOOD HOUSE, ix YORKSHIRE, 


THE SEAT OF EDWARD LASCELLES, ESQ. | 


THIS noble manſion is ſituated in the Weſt Riding of Yorkſhire, about eight miles from Harrowgate, on the direct road 


from thence to Leeds, and two hundred from London. The houſe is very large, extending in front two hundred and fifty 
feet; and, for grandeur of ſtyle in the compoſition, and elegance of decorating and finiſhing, both externally and internally, 
deſervedly ranks with the firſt buildings in this kingdom. The wings of the north front are enriched with emblematical me- 
dallions, executed by Collins, from the deſigns of Zucchi; in the center is a handſome pediment, ſupported by fix three- 
quarter Corinthian columns, thirty feet in height, compoling the entrance from a flight of ſteps to a noble hall of the Doric 


order, decorated with ſtatues, urns, and other works of virth, leading to a range of grand and elegant apartments, fur- 


niſhed with the utmoſt magnificenctce. by 5 l | | | 
The ſouth front has a noble portico of four columns; from whence the eye, paſſing over an extenſive ſlope, is directed to 
a ſpacious ſheet of water, gently winding in a ſerpentine courſe, beyond which the country forms one of the moſt beautiful 
ginable: and to the north, over a fertile vale, interſected by the river Wherfe, is ſeen Alms Cliff. This vaſt rock, 
which riſes with prodigious grandeur, 1s viſible at forty miles diſtance. e : | EE 
Near this ſeat are the remains of Harewood Caſtle, a place of great antiquity, and formerly, with the adjacent demeſnes, 
belonging to the ancient family of the Gaſcoigne. There is alſo a {mall church, containing many ancient monuments ; among 


which is one of Lord Chief Juſtice Gaſcoigne, who had the reſolution to commit Prince Henry, afterwards King Henry V. 
to the King's Bench priſon, for ſtriking him at Weſtminſter Hall, while he was on the ſeat of juſtice : for which proof of re- 


gard to the authority of the king, more than the image of his perſon, the prince himſelf, when he came to the throne, had 
the generoſity not only to forgive, but to reward him. Ry | . 125 | 
This elegant manſion was built by the late Lord Harewood when Mr. Laſcelles, and, on his demiſe, came to his brother 
Mr, Edward Laſcelles, who, as did his predeceſſor, permits it to be publicly viewed every Saturday; and thoſe who viſit 
Harrowgate Spa, often make excurſions to Harewood Houle. | : Rs 1 gen 
Mr. Adam deſigned the principal front; Mr. Carr, of York, the reſt of this elegant edifice ; and to the late celebrated 
Mr. Brown, of Hampton Court, the pleaſure-grounds are indebted for that profuſion of beauty which renders them fo uni-
